HINTS AND NOTIONS- 



Art for art's sake. Only the other day an 
American picture dealer was ridiculed for 
advertising " artistic pictures," but there is 
reason for even this phrase, for we have no 
word to distinguish a pictorial artist who has a 
special faculty for art from one who has not 
For a man with such specially artistic gifts as 
Raphael and Michael Angelo, and for a young 
lady who copies badly bad designs upon a 
china plate, we have but one designation — 
artist or painter. And for their productions, 
whether the touches be those of Velasquez or 
a sign painter, we have but one word — a pic- 
ture. But this does not justify the phrase of 
''art for art's sake," which in that sense which 
I have spoken of as a rational one means art re 
garded as a special means of expression, con- 
veying sensations which can be precisely and 
directly conveyed in no other way. Like 
music, painting is an art which appeals imme- 
diately to one sense only. As the ear to music, 
so the eye to art is the only aditum or means of 
communication to the intellect, the emotions, 
and the other senses. In proportion to the 
force with which this fundamental idea actuates 
a painter, his picture will be independent of 
what is usually called "subject," or. in other 
•vords, his subjects will become more and more 
lisconnected with sensations which are not the 
immediate result of sight. The artist for art's 
sake, as thus explained, views his pictorial 
faculty as a special sense, like the scent of a 
dog, and regards it as his function to develop 
it and to employ it for the purpose of produc- 
ing sensations which can in no other way be 
produced. But for what purpose? The pur- 
pose is also determined by a similar train of 
reasoning. What can art do more directly than 
other means of expression ? Its capacities are 
many, it can teach and terrify, it can illustrate, 
and do many things beside. But it has no 
chance of doing anything at all unless it at- 
tracts. To be attractive is therefore its first 
function, and of all sources of attraction that 
most special to art is beauty, and the sensation 
of beauty is pleasure. The aim, therefore, of 
"an artist for art's sake," in the sense I use 
the phrase, is to convey a pleasure, and that 
pleasure is first and foremost the pleasure of 
seeing. — Cosmo 3fonkhaicse in the Magazine of 
Art for April. 

A suggestion. Hardwood surfaces of 
cabinet and upholstery work, which naturally 
darken with age, often assume in addition, a 
dingy, clouded, and soiled appearance. This i6 
due to a fault in the finish. If instead of being 
surcharged with linseed oil preparatory to 
applying the fillers, which has the effect of 
clouding and blurring the original purity of 
surface, the filler had for its base silica, a 
colorless composition of volcanic origin not 
subject to changes from atmospheric influences 
or chemical decomposition, the wood will 
retain its natural beauty and color almost an 
indefinite period. 

Painting on stone. For the decoration by 
hand painting and gilding in oil of faces of 
stone mantels, also stone vases, you should 
apply as a ground one ounce of virgin white 
wax with addition of sufficient turpentine to 
give it the consistency of milk ; a little French 
oil varnish will make this wash flow easily, and 
a slight amount of sugar of lead will cause the 
composition to dry flat. 

It is often a practice in gilding to cover 
the size previously applied with yellow, but 
dry whiting shaken over the surface with a 
pounce and afterwards lightly dusted, will 
ijive it a lighter appearance. A good ground 
for the size is a wash of thin unboiled starch. 

A good precaution against strips of gold 
leaf adhering to other portions of surface than 
that defined by the size and so making a ragged 
edge which has to be cut out with the ground, 
is to use furniture varnish for the latter in 
place of oil and to wait until it hardens well. 

The greatest triumphs of decorative art 
are attained by molding reality into the ex- 
pression of imagination, supplementing fancy 
with ingenuity and not so far relying on the 
outward as to neglect individual powers. 

The facade of a building may be full of 
salient features and yet expressionless. Oddity 
is not art. Lavish ornamentation is apt to 
detract from structural beauty and degrade the 
stylo. 

Mirrors, hexagonal, pentagonal, circular, 
angular, have frames of white wood or ash, 
and outwork of bars of same wood so arranged 
as to show geometric figures. 

Handles of carving knives and forks 
are made of wood to imitate pieces of bark- 
covered tree branches. 

A toilet mirror is held up in the out- 
stretched hands of a Nubian slave in oxidized 
silver.

Mosaic works in marble. When the 
ground of mosaic works is wholly marble, 
either white or black, the design is cut with a 
chisel, having been first traced out. Wheu cut 
of sufficient depth, the cavity is filled up with 
pieces of marble of suitable colors, of hues and 
forms to suit the design, the stucco used being 
composed of lime or marble dust or some par- 
ticular kind of mastic, after which the surface 
is polished with a soft stone. Strokes or 
etchings are drawn with a chisel where the 
shadows are to be, and these are filled up with 
a black mastic poured on hot, taking off after- 
wards what is superfluous with a piece of soft 
stone or brick which, with water and beaten 
cement, also polishes the marble and renders 
the whole so even that one would imagine that 
it consisted of only a single piece. 

Tampering- with varnish. Is it any 
wonder that in varnish finishes by house 
painters an undue amount of oil and gum 
appears so frequently in one place as compared 
with another, when it is the general custom on 
their part to add turpentine and oil to the copal 
varnish. Reputable makers supply tne requi- 
site quantity of these ingredients, and this h 
added to the melted gum and oil while yet 
quite hot. To add turpentine and oil to varnish 
when cold prevents assimilation between the 
ingredients. 

In the ideal works of ancient artists 
certain features of natural objects were sub- 
dued or omitted whilst beauties were enhanced, 
these being selected from various models, the 
artists producing out of them an ideal whole. 
Consistent with nature at large, they yet 
depicted something superior to it, a result 
implying a previous and intimate acquaintance 
with those parts which they had to modify and 
vary in arrangement. 

In domestic economy utility must always 
boll a higher place of estimation than mere 
beauty, but there is an advance when decora- 
tive arts are made applicable to objects and 
purposes that were previously regarded as 
merely useful, and were on that account 
tolerated in spite of their unsightliness and 
deformity. 

"Vermilion, so valuable. in decoration, but 
which has the reputation of a fugitive color, 
will be more durable if mixed with quick- 
drying rubbing varnish instead of oil. Much 
of the quick fading and dulling of so-called 
vermilion is due to its adulteration with 
litharge. Care should also be taken that there 
is no lead in the priming of the ground. 

It is a decided error to bank up flowers in 
a room or even regularly to arrange them. 
Chance rather than design should seem to 
determine their position. Scatter them in low 
cups or Venetian jars. Large exotics make a 
capital background to settees, or if in costly 
Eastern jars and in flower, will look well by 
contrast on each side of a cabinet. 

Every article brought into a room, 
whether attached to wall or placed on floor, 
lessens its apparent size. The apparent pau- 
city of furniture and almost entire absence of 
paintings in the houses of some of our wealthy 
citizens may be charitably credited not to any 
want of taste but to the worship of mere space, 
a worship carried somewhat to excess. 

The old English hob in artistic form is 
again figuring in fireplaces. Originally used 
for the elegantly shaped copper kettle used to 
replenish the urn on the tea-table, its horizontal 
surface, whether a plain slab or of coiled metal, 
serves to relieve the perpendicular lines of 
cheeks and fire linings. 

Medieval silver pins. Silver pins in 
antique type of raised cast work and apparently 
worn by use and age, made of oxidized silver 
discolored, are turned out in unrecognizable 
forms, such .as guitars, palettes, fish, coins and 
cymbals. 

For stenciled borders of ceilings, small 
figured patterns are undoubtedly the best if 
the room be not very high or of large propor- 
tions, in which latter case they would look 
trivial, but they should be large enough to 
have expression. 

A vase of yellowish ivory tint has the 
full molded figure on body of a female arranged 
in light drapery sitting on a rock of sparkling 
ore. 

A newly devised mirror is of elongated 
diamond shape held between the extremities of 
the horns of the moon in her first quarter, the 
moon being gilded with silver edge. 

Some of the new designs on porcelain 
panels are among the most beautiful specimens 
of flower painting we have seen for many a 
long day.

Alto, basso and mezzo relievo. The 
differences of position and light, by their dis- 
tinct requirements, separate these three styles. 
In the highest relief, however decided the 
shadows may be on the plane to which the 
figure is attached, the light on the figure is 
kept as unbroken as possible and this can only 
be effected by the selection of open attitudes 
mch as shall not cast shadows on the figure 
itself. In basso relievo the same general effect 
is given, but by different means ; the attitude is 
aot selected to avoid shadows on the figure, 
because while the extreme outline is strongly 
marked the shadows within it may be in a great 
measure suppressed, so that the choice of atti- 
tudes is greater. Mezzo relievo has neither the 
limited attitudes of the first nor the distinct 
outline and suppressed internal markings of 
the second. 

Tracing- design for a panel painting-. 
There are good painters who fail to draw 
correctly. Make a correct tracing on trans- 
parent paper and apply this paper to the surface 
to be painted. Prick the long or partially 
curved lines with a roulette or small revolving 
wheel. For the rest prick with the middle 
part of a fine needle broken for the purpose. 
Then scatter over the interstices charcoal 
powder or powdered white clay from a bag of 
porous muslin. On the clear outline thus 
made breathe softly on raising the tracing 
paper. 

Printing: colors on porcelain. The pro- 
posed design is first engraved on copper to 
which the coloring matter is applied, and the 
design is transferred to paper. This paper is 
then applied to the bisque, to which the colors 
adhere. The paper is dissolved and washed 
off, the colored design adhering to the bisque, 
which is now covered with a glass glaze and 
fired, when the vitrif action appears under the 
glass. 

The invention in Paris of a portable 
electric lamp, the current of which is supplied 
by a battery within it, would seem to promise 
some pretty scenic effects in interiors. With 
other lights extinguished, these mechanical 
fire flies properly disposed in a parlor would, in 
the half-illumined gloom, display Rembrandt- 
like shadows. 

The four turned legs of a handsome 
round table top are linked together with light 
open woodwoik in spindle ball and square 
forms, making a square ground enclosure that 
rises pyramidally, the center of each side being 
adorned with a metal or bronzed composition 
medallion having flamboyant borders kept in 
place by attachments at top, bottom, and sides. 

To make copying: paper. Lay open your 
paper (pure white of large size) before the fire 
and cover it with a varnish of Canada balsam 
and turpentine in equal pVrts, then hang it up 
on a line. Take successive sheets and repeat 
the operation. If not clear enough, give each 
sheet another coat when dry. 

Painters speak of one color going further 
than another; so if decoration be moderate 
but tasteful, it has frequently a better effect 
than if more redundant and ambitious. 

Where cornices and fronts of cupboards 
of cabinets have geometrical portions, a tasteful 
method of enrichment is to decorate only each 
alternate panel. 

The sand blast and etching:. Raised 
work on decorative tiles of opal glass is now 
being produced by a combination of the sand 
blast with the etching process. 

Some furniture makers introduce vase 
forms in center of richly carved side supports 
of console tables.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 



Ancient Japanese cloisonnee enamels. 
The art has been lost by which the beautiful 
Japanese cloisonnee enamels of three hundred 
years ago were produced. Few of those 
enamels have found their way out of the 
country. The mosaics of the intricate patterns 
are so minute as to be almost indiscernible. 
Their subdued splendor has been compared 
to the low tones of twilight. The Japanese 
give the names of star atoms and crushed worlds 
to peculiarly brilliant effects in these. Each 
tint is divided by lines of spun gold as fine as 
the filaments of a spider's web. The modern 
cloisonnee work is of heavier make and chiefly 
delineates mythical creations in flaming tints. 

Mirror plateaux. Cut and engraved 
mirror plateaux, highly finished in a variety of 
new designs to set off plants and ferns to 
advantage, are highly fashionable. One of 
these, designed for a slender vase with cut 
flowers, and for suspension against the wall in 
the corner of a room, has ebonized frame and 
shelf, two panels being set at an angle to each 
other. This is surmounted by a tablet of cut 
glass, the borders of which correspond to the 
scroll outlines of the upper portion of the 
frame, before which again is set a small flower 
vase. In some instances the mirror is orna- 
mented with border of roundels of glass. 

A fern case. A pretty fern case rests on a 
round mirror embedded in a frame of polished 
hardwood, the fern pot, lined somewhat above 
it, having a casing of six sides composed of 
rounded green glass supports at angles, con- 
nected by tiers of prisms with open spaces. 
The reflection of the leaves from these and the 
extended borders of the mirror base produces 
pleasing effects. 

Sketching: on china. Delightfully sug- 
gestive sketches on china may be executed 
with verifiable inks in various colors with a 
lithographic pen or fine sable pencil. The 
pencil outline of the transfer should be partially 
rubbed off so as not to be traceable after the 
colore are fired. The ink should be laid on 
thick lest the lines should leave no trace, or but 
a faint one, after being fired. 

Steel color on brass. A steel color is 
developed on brass by using a boiling solution 
of arsenic chloride, while a careful application 
of a concentrated solution of sodium sulphide 
causes a blue coloration. In 'Japan the brass is 
bronzed by using a boiling solution of copper 
sulphate, alum and verdigris. 

Upholstery trimmings. For upholstery 
trimmings of furniture, spindle shapes for body 
of tassels with core of wood and revolving 
centers and ball ends of same, covered with 
net of parti-colored silk thread, are now in 
fashion, together with woolen fringes of sober 
or neutral hues. 

Origin of the word « « Upholsterers." The 
term upholsterer is derived from an old English 
word signifying the holding of an article up to 
auction, upholsterers being originally auction- 
eers. The suffix is a corruption, and there is no 
more reason for it than for the addition of the 
final syllable to poulterer. 

The application of enamel pastes to 
terra cotta ware produces some fine effects, 
their soft and rich colors and semi-translucent 
appearance contrasting well with the unglazed 
material. In one series of designs the leaf and 
stem tracery is inlaid in the form of white seed 
pearls with blue border. 

A French method for heightening the 
color of gold is by immersing the article in a 
solution of two parts nitre, one part Roman 
alum and one sea salt, maintaining the liquid 
at boiling point for ten or fifteen minutes, then 
washing in water. 

The lasting: character of painted tiles 
which have been fired is illustrated in those of 
Pompeii, which are just as beautiful, the colors 
as f resh and bright as they were sixteen cen- 
turies ago. 

Why should not the nursery secure more 
attention in the way of tasteful decoration? 
Taste is insensibly molded and formed by the 
effect of familiar objects. 

A trellis of bamboo poles tied together 
and covered with foliage make a good ceiling 
border. 

To kill knots in pine. An excellent 
method to this end, before staining, is to cover 
with oil size and lay over with silver leaf.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 



Flower decoration. Ephemeral as u 
flower decoration of room, it deserves notice al 
our hands. The best disposition is secured b) 
avoidance of regular arrangement. To heap 
up flowers in stiff masses over mantelpieces it 
neither to do justice to their forms, whicb 
require interspaces, or to the graceful lines oi 
their stalks. Their distribution in a room 
should partake somewhat of an arbitrary o» 
accidental character. Shallow receptacles set 
cut flowers off to most advantage on the table, 
elsewhere long-necked vases are appropriate. 
Flowering plants in costly vases may be set uj 
beside massive pieces of furniture, or such 
plants may be banked behind sofas and 'settees. 

Gold-colored lacquer for brass. Pound 
very fine on porphyry— seedlac 6ix ounces, 
amber two ounces, gamboge two ounces, 
dragon's blood sixty grains, and mix these 
with pounded glass four ounces. Over thi» 
mixture pour a tincture obtained by infusint 
Oriental saffron thirty-six grains, extract ol 
red sandalwood in water twenty-four grains 
alcohol thirty-six ounces, previously strainint 
the same through a piece of clear linen cloth 
Two or three coatings may be applied i 
necessary. 

Etching: shells. This is done by meltinj. 
white wax and glue into which the set of shell* 
are dipped together ; on this surface a layei 
of varnish blackened in a flame. The design h 
marked out with a stencil point and acetic, 
diluted nitric or hydrochloric acid is poured on 
the shell. This, after a time, eats into the sub- 
stance. The varnish is then rubbed off with 
turpentine. Designs may also be made in 
relief with varnish. 

Old brass work. One occasionally meet* 
with ornamental specimens of old brass work 
which would look superb if gold lacquered. 
The first business is to clean the articles. Foi 
this purpose first boil a strong lye of wood 
ashes strengthened with soap lees and immerse 
your brass work. Then have ready a pickle oi 
aqua fortis and water strong enough to take oil 
the dirt, wash the brass immediately in cleaL 
water, dry it well and lacquer it. 

To keep parquet floors bright. Should 
the surface of parquet floors finished in oil 
become dull, apply a soft cloth saturated with 
a composition of five parts of good mineral oil 
to one of good light Japan, wringing the cloth 
before using it. Avoid using the oil freely and 
wipe off with a dry cloth any remaining on 
surface. If finished in shellac and the shellac 
is worn, rub with sand paper and apply another 
coat of shellac. 

Gilding- leather. Gilded letters and orna- 
ments are impressed on leather by the use of 
heated metal dies, the ground having been 
previously prepared with mastic varnish or 
powdered resin. Small figures for narrow 
borders are cast on the edge of a wheel which 
revolves on its axis between the two pronged 
extremities of a handle which is pressed for- 
ward from the shoulder. 

An owl that has alighted on a dead fawn, 
a swallow snapping at an insect that has 
alighted on the edge of her nest, squirrels dis 
porting themselves on a leafless tree, and a frog 
harnessed to a nautilus shell are among the 
exquisitely modeled designs in the fine and 
colored terra cotta of Denmark, and which 
handsomely ornament various metallic articles 
of utility for the desk, table and boudoir stand. 

Art tiles. Some of the designs in art tiles 
are formed by pressing on the surface actual 
stalks, leaves and flowers, reliefs being taken 
from the impressions, either the intaglio or 
embossed design supplying a pattern for dies. 
Intaglio tiles may have the incised lines filled 
with enameled colors corresponding in hue, if 
desired, to the objects impressed. 

Rich repousse brass sconces in medieval 
style, with heavy beveled looking glass in 
center, supported on the sides by cast figures 
of satyrs beautifully modeled, every muscular 
detail being developed with delicacy of finish, 
and the whole surmounted by curiously twisted 
band and spiral work, are among recent impor- 
tations. 

Waxing- parquet floors. Waxing is 
effected by applying with a soft cloth pure 
white beeswax, then polishing with a heavy 
waxing brush. To maintain the polish, use the 
waxing brush frequently.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 



Textile manufacturers who live by 
novelties have made important contributions to 
arts in which color and geometrical arrange- 
ment are concerned. Just now textiles them- 
selves are being used more freely beyond the 
range of upholstery, as in coverings of caskets, 
picture frames, folios, etc. Even on wall 
paper their texture is imitated, and other 
patterns are reproduced in chasing and enamel- 
ing of metals. There is a grand store house of 
design in the rich ecclesiastical vestments yet 
existing, and dating from the sixth and seventh 
centuries, including the splendid woven and 
embroidered tissues of Byzantium and the 
costly products of the looms of Cologne, 
Bruges, Venice and Palermo. 

In examining' some specimens of decora- 
tive foliage of ancient carvers, the vigorous 
and original effect induced may be traced to 
the presence of some one decisive form, how- 
ever minute, freed from its usual accompani- 
ments, whilst the rest of the design supplies the 
vaguest possible suggestion of the type, it may 
be in some slight indentation or curve. Thus 
as a center we have three berries without steins 
perched on spikes of thorns and around 
nebulous-shaped forms, which by the aid of 
fancy are presently indentified as intended for 
leaves. 

Colors in japanning- wood work. With 
flake white, red lead, vermilion, lake, Prussian 
blue, orpiment or yellow arsenic, ochres, 
greens, Vandyke brown, umber, lamp black, 
and siennas raw and burnt, ground in spirit of 
turpentine and with an addition of a small 
quantity of turpentine and spirit varnish, you 
may match almost any colors in general use. 
For a black japan mix a little gold size with 
lamp black ; this will bear a good gloss without 
after-varnishing. 

Priming. Proper priming or preparation 
of the ground for wood painting has an im- 
portant influence, as all are aware, on the dur- 
ability and beauty of the finish. An excellent 
foundation is a first coat of lead with three 
parts linseed oil and one part turpentine, mixed 
quite thin, using to assist it in drying one gill 
of japan gold size ; the second coat should be 
Tour parts spirit of turpentine, one part oil and 
one part of Japan size, spread a little heavier 
than the first coat. 

A defective office chair. It was of- light 
oak highly polished, with elongated flat center 
perpendicular piece in open back of puritanic 
traightness. The occupant, a lady, had how- 
ever attached with ribbon to the middle portion 
of this center piece a short oblong wool 
cushion. This cushion, receiving the impact of 
the back of the sitter, affords the needed sup- 
port, thus correcting what may be termed the 
anatomical fault of construction. 

Gold illuminations on paper or parch- 
ment. The letters may be written with ink 
slightly charged with size ; when dry, breathe 
on surface and apply gold leaf, using a little 
pressure. Or you may form the letters with a 
brush dipped in a preparation of white lead or 
chalk ground up with strong size ; the gold leaf 
after being laid may be burnished. A third 
method is to mix gold powder with size and 
form the letters by means of a brush. 

Colors and their complementaries. The 
tones of colors are lowered by luminous com- 
plementaries. Place blue in contact with a 
greenish blue, the blue will incline to violet 
and the greenish blue will appear yellower. 
The same blue in contact with a violet blue 
will incline to green, and the greenish blue will 
appear redder. Red in contact with orange red 
will appear purple, and the latter will appear 
yellower. 

The horn form is an especial favorite for 
the handles of metallic vases. In some in- 
stances each handle is composed of two horns, 
the larger extremities of which meet in center, 
the union marked by a bamboo-like joint or 
lip. 

'Repousse plaques appear on the side of 
silver fruit bowls, the design being grouped 
figures, spirited and graceful, the work resting 
on a plateau with silver border chased with 
flowers, bud6 and tendrils. 

A casket of roughened gold takes the 
form of a bale of wool with oxidized silver 
rats scampering over it and gnawing at the 
cords. 

Toilet boxes are of covered leather, em- 
bossed with fruits and flowers exquisitely 
tinted. 

The popularity of cherry continues to 
wane in favor of mahogany and rosewood. 

Hearth borders are now built up of 
decorated terra cotta.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 

Dust traps. In carving and moldings care 
should be taken to avoid dust traps. Low 
relief work in carving with concave edges that 
lose themselves in the flat ground is preferable 
on this account to bold undercut forms. 
Machine-cut entablatures, friezes and cornices 
with countless indentations and puerile pro- 
jections of little decorative importance are 
often at fault in this matter. 

The Renaissance style. A distinctive 
characteristic of the Renaissance style — a term 
often too loosely used — is that it admits of 
arbitrary union of types of objects not neces- 
sarily combined in nature or naturally spring- 
ing from each other. To justify, however, this 
arbitrary connection of parts, it must be such 
as will contribute to unity of eifect, at least of 
the picturesque order. 

Calif ornian redwood. There is an in- 
creasing demand for Californian redwood as an 
interior finish, owing to its rich, warm, brown 
hue with a certain satin-like effect. The sugar 
pine which grows in company with it and is of 
close, soft, and straight grain and snowy white- 
ness, is valuable for blending with it, so as to 
prevent the sombre eifect of its use in excess. 

The checkered patterns of veins and 
splashes which we see produced on enameled 
slate, are obtained by pouring pigments in 
solution on water and lifting up the slate to be 
ornamented from the bottom of the tank so 
that it receives on its face the floating design 
which is afterwards fixed by heat. 

Decorators are frequently disappointed in 
the effect of combinations of colors, owing to 
having given to opposite colors, such as red and 
green, yellow and purple, olive and orange, 
equal intensity. If not varying in this quality 
they look crude and inharmonious, the contrast 
not being carried far enough. 

Oil gilding for wood. This gilding i9 
easily and quickly done and is durable. Cover 
or prime the wood with two or three coatings 
of boiled linseed oil and carbonate of lead, and 
when dry lay on it a thin coating of gold oil 
size. When dry apply gold leaf pressing down 
with a ball of soft cotton. 

Cushions for sofas and settees. Loose 

cushions for sofas and settees are highly 

ornate, chiefly in pieced sections of rich colored 

silks and satins of contrasting hues, with heavy 

bullion and silk fringes.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 

Bepousse work. In true repousse work 
the floriated or other pattern is penciled on the 
surface of the object and then by means of 
blunt tools is hammered outward, not in the 
form in which it finally appears, but in masses 
that approximate to the design. After the 
design is raised to its proper height the interior 
is filled with a cement of pitch and resin, which 
makes a solid foundation for the chaser to 
work on. The detailsof pattern are gone over 
by the workman" artist with punches and 
finishing tools, the parts delicately shaped and 
rounded being thus placed in position, the aim 
being to evolve the utmost beauty of line and 
contour. 

Cable suspension wire mattress, A 
novel provision against the sagging of a woven 
wire spring under-mattress, to allow of regu- 
lating tension, consists of four iron rods of 
concave form running longitudinally, held bv 
an independent cross piece at each end. Each 
rod is provided with thumb screws and acts on 
springs suspended from it and attached to the 
slats. According as the screws are turned rods 
and springs rise or are depressed, thus regulat- 
ing the level as well as the elasticity of the 
wire net. } < 

Musical work boxes. Fashionable work 
boxes are made with plate glass top and case 
covered with silk plush, the lining of satin. 
The instruments for crochet, knitting, and 
other feminine pastimes are ranged on a cross 
bar beneath the glass, held in place by leathern 
loops. Beneath is a concealed musical box, 
which, on. touching a spring, gives forth vari- 
ous melodies or operatic snatches. 

"Vitrinable china powders. When color 
powders instead of prepared mixtures are 
purchased for painting on china ware they are 
to be put in water and the water allowed to 
evaporate. When dry, mix them with a few 
drops of gum dissolved in vinegar that ha? 
been exposed to the atmosphere for a few days. 
When using, thin with same. The mixture is 
lo be kept in a china vessel. 

Brushes that have been used for varnish 
compounded of spirits, should be washed well 
with spirit of wine, then with boiling water 
and yellow soap. If the varnish has been pre- 
pared with any description of oil, wash with oil 
of turpentine, then clean thoroughly with soap 
and water. 

To reproduce a drawing:. Heat a few 
globules of mercury and place the drawing 
over the fumes. Then lay on it a sheet of 
white paper previously sensitized with a solu- 
tion of platinum, and the drawing will be 
brought out upon it line for line. 

A delightful feminine employment is the 
decoration of basket work, not only with 
ribbons and fruits and beaded and embroidered 
borders, but with painted ornamental bands 
and diaper work on the body itself with bright 
metallic colors. 

v "Wax in modeling:. Wax is the best 
material in which to model small forms to be 
afterwards cast in bronze or other metal. It is 
sufficiently rigid to require but little support, 
yet plastic enough to be fashioned in any shape 
with a finish up to the minutest details. 

Artificial gems. Glass for the manufac- 
ture of artificial gems is a lead glass, and it is 
to the employment of this material that they 
owe their brilliancy, while at the same time an 
excess of lead renders them soft and easily 
scratched. 

Cementing: glass to metal. A cement for 
fastening glass to metal is made of five parts 
black resin, one part of yellow wax, stirred 
over a fire in one part of red ochre or Venetian 
red in fine powder. The cement is to be melted 
before use and applied warm. 

Seal finish to metal surfaces. The seal 
finish to silver ware is the latest 6tyle of sur- 
face decoration. In tea services a plain 
burnished space, with fancifully chased border, 
is left for insertion of monograms or armorial 
bearings. 

A device for a metal card tray executed in 
shaded copper is the tossing up in a blanket of 
the unfortunate Sancho Panza by the host and 
his men of the inn where Don Quixote had ran 
up an unpaid score. 

Fainting: in bright colors on gold surfaces 
are excellent decorations for screens. 
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It Stands at the Head."
